By 
turning the story of a tragic death at Columbine High School into a mission for change, Rachel's 
Challenge is helping create safer learning environments and making a world-wide impact. 


Rachel's Challenge is a series of student empowering programs and strategies that equip students 
and adults to combat bullying and ally feelings of isolation and despair by creating a culture of 
kindness and compassion. The programs are based on the writings and life of 17 year-old Rachel 
Scott who was the first student killed at Columbine High School in 1999. Rachel left a legacy of 
reaching out to those who were different, who were picked on by others, or who were new at her 
school. Shortly before her death she wrote, 


"1 have this theory that if one person can go out of their way to show compassion, then it will 
start a chain reaction of the same. People will never know how far a little kindness can go." 


Rachel's Challenge was started by Rachel's dad and stepmom, Darrell and Sandy Scott when they 

realized that the writings and drawings Rachel left not only had an impact on her friends and 

classmates, but also resonated with students around the world. Although Rachel was a typical 

teenager who even wrote about her "ups and downs," she had a passion and conviction that she | 
would someday change the world. The Scott family knew her story and passion had to be told to | 
inspire others to make their world a better place.

Oregon High School Diploma Requirements 


As many parents already know, a few years ago the state of Oregon increased the degree of difficulty to earn an Ore- 
gon high school diploma. In addition to requiring four years of English the new law demands that student's also take 
three years of science and three years of math through Algebra 2. In addition to these course expectations, students 
now need to earn a Meets score on the Oregon Assessment of Knowledge and Skills in reading/literature and writing, 
and beginning with current junior level students, all students must also earn a Meets score on the OAKS mathematics 
to earn a standard Oregon Diploma. 


In preparation for these more demanding standards, Jewell School has for some time been modifying their course 
content to insure that students get plenty of instruction to prepare them for these rigorous standards and exams. As 
we begin the 2012-13 school year we will contact parents of senior students who have not yet earned a Meets score 
on any of this year’s required tests. In addition we will be alerting parents about the schedule for exams that all jun- 
ior students will be taking over the course of this school year in hopes of enlisting their support for their student’s 
preparation this year. 


Senior students who have not yet met the passing score on either reading/literature or writing exams are already 
receiving extra small-group instruction to prepare them for this year’s next round of testing. Of particular note is the 
writing test window which begins in February.

BARN PROJECT UPDATE 


WE ARE GOING SOLAR! The Jewell 
School District has decided to take the new 
barn completely off grid. That means we 
will be generating 100 percent of the barn’s 
electricity from the power of the sun. The 
district has purchased a complete off grid 
solar power supply system for our new fa- 
cility. The system consists of 12 roof 
mounted monocrystalline solar panels that 
can generate approximately 3000 KW of 
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electricity and 400 AH of battery backup. 
We will be able to generate enough power to 
handle all of our lighting and general power 
use needs. All the components used are 100 
percent American made and most of it made 
locally here in Oregon and Washington. 
With the help of our students, staff and com- 
munity volunteers we will be working on 
the install within the next month. If you are 
interested in volunteering on the solar in- 
stall, contact Ryan at 503 755-2451 ext.
